“They have don<¢ so well,’’ said Dr. Cary enthu 
tlestically, ‘that there are not strong enough 
words in the Eaglish laogucge to tell how we! 
*hey have done. From all para of 
ghe state [ hear sories of their 
growth and increase that would simply be in- 
credible if it were not for the character of the 
men who boar the testimony and the number of 
men from whom it comes. I am «satisfied that it 
is the most important anima) industry in (icorglia 
to-day, and that with proper attention it will 
furnish millions of pounds of the healthiest and 
most delightiul food tor our people ata merely 
nomina! cost.’’ 

“Is there much demand for carp, and are 
many new ponds being bullt”’’ 

“The demand is increasing and new ponds are 
being built in almost every county in Georgia 
There must be now not lees than 1,000 pondsin 
the state, aud with proper encouragement this 
number can be doubled within the next twelve 
or Gighteen months. | have yet to find the first 
man who has given the carp a fair trial that is 
not more than delighted with the result of his 
experiment. Besides furnishing a large amount 
of the food needed on a farm or in the family the 
pond isan orusment to the piace and the fish 
afford much sport aod entertainment. I! 
understand § = that they bite at the 
hook, and are quite game. This 1 don't kuow 
ol my.own experience. 1 know, though, that 
there is great pleasure to be derived from a prop- 
erly constructed pond filled with carp, and such 
® pond will add one hundred dollars of value to 
any place on which it is located that is offered 
for sale.”’ 

“Have you noticed a paragraph in the papers 
claiming that the carp is not a good table fish, 
and that the flesh is insipid and stringy’”’’ 

“I. have, The paragraph in 
tion has been mailed tw me _e —°re- 
peatediy, and my opinion asked 
as to ite correctness. | am able Ww say, from 
actual aud careful experience, that there is no 
truth whatever in the statement I have tried 
the carp frequentiy, have had it cooked in differ- 
ent ways, aud [ state positively thatit is as fine 
a fish as our trout, which you know is simply 
the bass, and is esteemed the best tabie fish that 
we have and a grat luxury even on the tables of 
the rich. I consider myseif a good judge of the 
table qualities uf fish as 1 have eaten nearly every 
fish that swimesin our waters, and the carp is the 
@gual of any asa delicacy or as a common staple 
of food, As much as you have written about this 
fish and as much as ! have said about it, I be- 
lieve the result will more than justify the most 
that has been said.’’ 

“Will the legislature do dnything to foster this 
industry ?’’ 

“I think they will. There is such a general 
- interest in the matter and the results to be 
obtained by a small expenditure are so impor- 
tant and extensive that I believe a bill 
that is pow before the legislature will pass. This 
bill asks for an appropriation of only $6,000 for 
the first year, and $4,000 for each subsequent 
year. If this is given me! willestablish hatching 
ponds and houses and will guarantee to fill the 
rivers of our state with the best fish that swim, 
- and stock every pond that can be dug in Georgia 
with the best varieties of carp. The demand 
for some central hatching station at 
which fish seut from other states 
and from the govervment can be 1e elved and 
distributed or bred from is imperative, and we 
must have it or our progress in this most impor- 
tant direction will only be cesual and accidental. 
There is nothing to which the legislature can ap- 
propriate the same ameunt of money from which 
the people can. get one tenth as much direct re 
suit, and | hope and believe tbe bill will pass.’’

POSITION OF PARTIES. 


DOES SYMPATHY SOFTEN POLITICS? 


ee 


General Fitzhugh Lee Thinks No Ohanges Have 
Been Made By Recent Events—Governor 
. Seymour and Er-Benator Kernan 
Coincide With Him. 


Cuicaco, August 3.—The Times publishes 
the following interview with General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, of Stafford county, Va., touching 
the present political situation. Being 
asked if the recent attempt to assassinate Mr. 
Garfield bad wrought any marked charge 
of feeling, and if so, to what extent, he re- 
plied: 

“So faras my observation extends, there 
has been no marked change in political 
feeling in consequence of the attempt to 
assassinate the president. The sym- 
pathetic heart of the whole 
south has been touched, and the 
universal feeling of sorrow for the distin- 
guished sufferer has been manifested by 
public meetings, addresses and resolutions, 
coming from all sections and from all 
colors, classes and parties. But democrats 
are democrats, and republicans republicans 
still, and I know of no change froim one 
party to the other as @ result ef the assas- 
sin’s crime.’’ 

‘What effect, if any, has it produced in 

popular views on our administrative ar- 
rangements?”’ 
“The effect produced on our administra- 
tive arrrangements seems to have largely 
increased the number of those who would 
like to see a genuine civil service reform 
which would keep good, honest men in 
federal office, irrespective of political feel- 
ing, and would bury the political dogma of 
‘to the victor belong the spoils.’ The quad- 
rennial strain on the timbers of the ship of 
state would be much lessened, and the per- 
petuity of republican institutions more 
nearly assured.”’ 

‘‘Has the resignations of Senators Conk- 
ling and Platt, and the subsequent oontest 
in the New York legislature, produced any 
effect upon either party that will probably 
be felt in the next general contest?’ 

“No effect, so far as I know, has beeu pro- 
duced upon the democratic party by the 
action of Senators Conkling or Platt, or the 
New York legislature. { am not good 
authority on matters pertaining to the 
republican party, but as the question asks 
the effect on either party, I venture the 
opinion that the recent action of the New 
York legislature has driven away (at least 


for the present) from the roya! wing of the 
republican party the dream of empire, and 
increased the strength of the simple bands 
drawn around the republic by the wisdom 
of our forefathers.”’ 

“General, what, if any indications, are 
there in your opinion of a break-up or re- 
arrangement of political parties?’ 

“Tl see no indications of @#reak-up or re- 
arrangement of political parties. Here in 
Virginia we have had always two parties— 
the democratic or conservative, as it is 
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over the state, that there will be no Bingic wm, vu. 
the legislature that will commaud such univeral 
approval or bring about such beneficial results,

“I do not think that the attack on the 
president has made any change in political 
feelings, except, perbaps, to soften them. 
{t has without doubt made with democrats 
amore kindly feeling toward the presi- 
dent. Whatthe future may be noone can 
foresee. If, in case of his restoration to 
health, President Garfield should show’a 
strong partisan feeling it would make a 
reaction against him, Extreme partisan- 
ship would be felt to be an ungrateful 
return for the interest shown by all parties 
and all sections in his recovery. I do not 
think that the question of administrative 
arrapgements has occupied much of the 
public mind, nordo I think that it has 
brought out any well-worked plan for 
guarding against this danger to the public 
from the attempts to w:urder officials. 
The perils which surround high po- 
sitions may tend to check ambition to hold 
them, and to sober the passion for place and 
power. Itis hard to foresee the etfects of 
the Albany contest upon the action of 
parties. These are so frequently modified 
by casua! events that it is difficult to fore- 
cast the effect of any particular action. It 
has encouraged the democratic party, be- 
cause it has not been drawn into the 
contest or made responsible for any of the 
acts of the legislature that have offended. 
[do not think that there are any indica- 
tions of any great modification in political 
parties.”’ 

Governor Seymour remarked that his 
long-continued illness since October had 
kept him away from the city and the peo- 
ple so much that he had but few opportu- 
nities of studying public opinion. He is 
slowly gaining his strength, but his nervous 
system is stili weak. He comes to Utica 
from his farm now almost every day, and 
eagerly inquires for the news from Wash- 
ington, and regarding public events gen- 
erally. 

Senator Kernan’s 
queries were: 

land2 The people generally, without 
reference to their party affiliations, are 
shocked and grieved by the attempt to as- 
sassinate the president of the United 
States. The attempt to take his life, and 
his sufferings have awakened gréat sympa- 
thy with and kind feelings toward the 
president and his family among the mass 
of the people, and they are disposed to re- 
gard his acts and intentions as to public 
affairs favorably, and to condemn partisan 
criticiem of them. 

3. The contest in the New York legisla~- 
ture in reference to filling the vacancies 
caused by the resignations of Senators 
Conkling and Platt has developed and in- 
tensified strife and dissensions among the 
republicans of this state. This will be 
likely to weaken that party in the election 
which is to take place next November. 

4. Ido not think there isa probability 
that there will be a break-up or rearrange. 
ment of the political parties of the country. 
There are not, in my opinion, any grounds 
for believing that the democratic party wil! 
break up or be disbanded.

He stopped at the m:in door, ob- 
lained a copy of the bulletin and 
feeling encouraged at its con tents, 
drove off without § alighting The presi- 
dent good-naturedly said to Geners! Swaim, this 
morning, “I will be with y u a while longer,”’ 
Hewas quite cheerful this morning, and was 
allowed to talk more to Mrs. Garfield, who sat for 
a long time by his side. It is stated that the 
president, when at breakfast to-day, held up a 
piece of steak on his fork and said to Dr. Bliss. 
“How much shall I take of it?’ Dr. Bliss is re- 
ported to have answered: *‘Don't bite off more 
than you can chew, Mr. Prrsident:”’ 
Auotheremploye ot the white honse, one of the 
servants, succumbed to the malaria, and went 
homesick. This makes eight people employed at 
the white houre, who have been taken ill with 
malaria and had toquit work since the president 
was shot. Major Twining, engineer commission- 
er of the District of Columbia, holds that the ma- 
laria at the white houce is not caused by the 
Potomac. flats. He says: ‘‘My impression is that 
the sickuess at the executive mansion 1s caused by 
imperfect drainage. I have not examined the 
matter myself. It is stated that there is an 
old brick surface sewer under the mansion. If 
that is so, it would accouutin a great extent for 
any sickness there. Brick sewers are not tight, 
you know. We place under houses iron pipes or 
glazed sewers, I believe the inspector of plumb- 
ing is investigating the matter under the direction 
of the health officer. If the malaria comes from 
the flats, it ought to affect persons at the Riggs 
house and other places in that vicinity, but there 
appears to be no unusual amount of sickness in 
that locality.’’ 
11 p. m.—The progress of the president towards 
recovery to-day has been marked and satisfactory. 
He has taken rather more than the usual amount 
of nourishment, including beefsteak, milk, beef 
extracts, ‘toast saturated with beef juice, anda 
little coffee. His strength is daily increasing, 
and he is able already to de more in the 
way of turning himself in bed and 
helping others to raise his body than the surgeons 
think it prudent to aliow. Since last night at 
this hour he has hid between eleven and twelve 
hours of quiet, natu:al sleep, and the bypodermic 
injection of % of a grain of sulphate of morphia, 
which is usually given him after the evening ex- 
amination, was reduced ——— to 1-16 of a grain, 
whicn was found amply sufficient. The after- 
noov febrile rise was to day trifling and subsided 
before Y o’clock, Since that hour the patient has 
slept mostof the time and is asleep now, with 
every prospect of having. a quiet, refreshing 
night’s rest. in the opinion of the surgeons he 
is better and stronger to-day than 
at any time heretofore. Dr. Aguew 
returns to Philadelphia this morning and Dr. 
Hamilton arrived from New York at 10:30 p.m. In 
view, however, of the president’s extremely fa 
vorable conditiou, it was not thought necessary 
for Dr. Hamilton to come to the executive man- 
sion to-night. 
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The Mail Pouch Controversy. 
Ottawa, August 3—In reference to the dis- 
patch from Washington about the improper use 
of United States mail bags by the Canadian postal 
authorities, inquiry at the postoffice department 
elicits the iuformation that as more postal 
matter is sent from the states 

Canada than in the opposite 
direction, there is sometimes an accumulation 
of the United States bags in the frontier offices in 
Canada. Some of these have been occasionally 
used for service in Canada just as the 
Canadian are used under simi- 
lar circumstances in the states. 
The dominion postal authorities have no need 
nor desire to use United States bags, and more 
over, the suggestion of thes ystem of international 
mail bags different from thuse in use, which each 
government shall furnish its due pe oe hearers is 
said, to have been madeto the United btates 
inspectors at Ottawa.

WASHINGTON, August 38—lJhe quarantine 
station at Vicksburg, Miss., bas recently been 
abolished by order of the national board of 
heaith. The reason given by the board for this 
action is thatitis found impossible to man the 
station , severa! inspectors having been sent there 
and all in turn taken sick with malarial fever. 
Owing to the rigid inspection made at New Or~ 
leans,av officer of the board says it was not deemed 
absolutely necessary to continue the Vicksburg 
s‘ation. “Com nts have been made by those 
interested, and in compliance with the geperal 
desire for the reopening of the station, the board 
ordered Inspectur Dunlap, of Memphis, to pro 
ceed to Vicksburg at once for that purpose.

TERRIBLE TRAGEDIES IN ARKANSAS. 


A Pather Kills the Seducer of His Daughter—A 
Patal Pight Between Brothers in~Law— 
—An Indian Massacre—A Strange 
Saicide—Negro Wife-Murder. 


Litrte Rock, August 3 —Information of 
a serious shooting affray in the county 
reached here yesterday from Corning. Bent 
Taylor and Zmory Poe are the names of 
brothers-in law living on adjoining farms 
about ten miles from Corning. Poe's sister 
and Taylor's wife last Saturday got the men 
into a dispute, Strong words followed. 
Poe quickly lost all self-possession and be~ 
gau climbing the fence to zet at Taylor. 
Taylor, who had his gun with him, brought 
it to his shoulder and commanded Poe 
to climb back. [Te persisted in coming 
over and his adversary turred ‘her 
loose,’’ and a rifle ball entered Poe’s 
shoulder, ranging down the back. A phy- 
sician was called and pronounced the 
wound of a very dangerous character. 
Taylor went to Corning, and gave himself 
up tothe authorities. The wounded man 
declines to prosecute him, and the shoote 
was released on promise being given to be 
on hand at the nexitermo! the court. —

Private advices have been received of a 
bloody tragedy, enacted Sunday, just across 
the linein Louisiane, a short distance from 
Magnolia, Arkansas Joseph Doyle lived 
with his mother at Dyke’s mill and kept 
company with Sallie Walker, daugh er of 
Captain James H. Walker. She was the 
belle of the neighborhvod.

Captain Walker was one of the prominent 
citizens of the parish, and considered a 
wealthy map, and fur reasons best known 
to himself, Doyle postponed the wedding, 
and being possessed of a giib tongue, se- 
duced bis betrothed, and left for Texas.

After the battle the Indians took Lam- 
prax into the Sierra Madra mountains, 
where they buried their dead. For more 
than a week the Indians depredated in Bu- 
nora, committing a number of murders. 
They went down the coast of the gulf of 
California, and in crossing to an island 
Lamprax made his escape and got away to 
Guaymes, after a severe five days’ tramp 
Lamprax says the Indians were under the 
command of Victorio, as he knew the chief 
very well by sight. Lamprax is on his way 
te Washington to iay the subject of the 
maseacre before the government, 


A New York Tragedy. 

New York, August 3,—Daniel Shea, No. 
9 Mulberry street, was assaulted by three 
thieves, to day, at hisown threshold, andjal 
most cut to pieces with a dagger. It appears 
that thethieves had broken into Shea’s 
rooms forthe purpose of robbery. Mrs 
Shea, who was the only one there, made an 
outcry which was heard by the neighbors 
Werd was conveyed to Shea, who was 
not far away, and he _ started for 
the honse. At the street door he 
met the thieves. and _ seized’ the 
first one, who, with an oath, attempted to 
shake him off, but, failing, drew a long 
knife and plunged it into Snea’s body. His 
two companions tugged at his victim, en- 
deavorias to free the villain from his grasp, 
but he held bravely oa, his shouts for help 
mingling with cries of pain, as the knife 
was pluoged egain and egain into his body 
by the merciless ruftian. At the sixth blow 
that buried the dagger in his side to the 
hilt, Shea sank exhausted on the sidewalk, 
but so determiaed was his grasp that the 
murderer, as he shook off his half insen- 
sible burden and fled, left one of the 
sleeves of his blue flannel shirt in his vic 
tim’s hands. The three thieves fled to- 
gether, but soon separated, the man with 
the. knife running up Mulberry street, 
pursued by a lar.e crowd and the police 
He was soon captured. The wounded 
man was taken with the prisoner to the 
police station, where the latter was identi- 
fied by his victim. The surgeon dressed 
Shea’s wounds, which are six in number, 
each deep and dangerous. The man’s 
chances for life are few. He wes bastened 
to the hospital. If anytbing was missing, 
to confirm the murderer's guilt, his sleeve- 
less arm and missing sleeve yet held firmly 
by his victim furnished proof He gave 
hisname as James A. Wells, aged 25, 
plumber, and was committed to await the 
result of Shea's injuries. The detectives are 
after the two accomplices w 40 escaped.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


Bradlaugh Makes tis Appearance, 

LonDoN, August 3—The Morning Post says 
that England and Italy rescived to send two 
more ironclads to Tunis to protect their respec- 
tive subjects owing to the persistent complaints 
of the residents. 

An immense crowd of people assembled out- 
side of the palace yard to day and cheered Brad- 
jaugh when heentered the yard on his way to 
Westminster hall, some time before the assem- 
bling of the house of commons. On Mr. 
Bradlaugh’s attempting to enter the house he was 
quickly removed from the lobby, and esco 
by the police into the yard, where he stood con- 
versing with a friend. 

In the house of commons Mr. L:ibouchere, ad- 
vanced liberal, raised a question of privilege, 
that the resolution of the house in regard to Mr. 
Bradlaugh only excluded him from the house, 
whereas he had been removed from the lobby, 
and he moved that the officials were therein ex- 
ceeding their authority. 

The speaker replied that he considered it his 
duty to order Bradlaugh’s removal, and added, 
“The door of the house is closed.’’ The cheers of 
the crowd outside in the paiace yard were audi- 
ble inside.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION DISCUSSED 


A Oonservative Discusses the Whele Question, 
and Argues That the Legisiation 

Would Be lnjadicious, and Opposed 
te Our Best Interesté. 


Epitors Constirumoy: The fanatical 
wave passing over the state of Georgia and 
culminating in an effort on the partofa 
few blue blooded and pseudo*moralists to 
importune and gerrymander the legislature 
against its better judgment into the passage 
of prohibitory or radically proséfiptive laws 
on the subject of the manufacture and sale 
of wines, liquors and beer, should 

be met openly and on high 
| grounds by a greatéribune of the people 
end conservator of fhe right like Tae Con- 
Strrution and its great power and influ- 
ence cast in the scale on the side of modera 
tion and common sense, It is true that no 
age nor country has ever been entirely ex- 
@mpt from occasional spurts of fanaticisr, 
and the experience of the world bears testi- 
mony to the fact that on its subsidence the 
subject handled has been the 
for their labors. That the state should 
exercise wholesome and needful control 


to suit the views of fanatics on any subject 
is a very dangerous experiment, and must 
sooner or later work evil in some way to a 
people who permits their legislation to be 
thus influenced. One of the immediate evil 
consequences that would inevitably follow 
legislation on the liquor question of the 
radical character now being pressed upon 
the attention of the general assembly, 
would be the certain division of the demo- 
cratic party of the state and the conse- 
quent encouraging and elevation to office of 
many independents, or placing the repub- 
licans in power in many counties and pos- 
sibly inthe whole state. These results 
must follow if the democratic party per 


mits blue blooded fanaticism to breed dis- 
cord in their ranks by the passage of pro- 
scriptive laws that will prove obnoxious 
to a large majority of the yoters throughout 
the state. The people will watch with a 
jealous eye the acts of a party with 
so large and unbridled majority, 
and will visit a prompt re- 
buke upon abuses or unwarrantable 
encroachments upon their personal rights 
The advocates of prohibition disclaim any 
purpose or intention of carrying it into 
politics, but from the very nature of their 
dealing with the question they make it 
political in its bearing, and it will be so 
treated by those Opposing and especially by 
those whose interests are immediately 
affected by radicaily restrictive or prohib- 
itory measures. The last nam class 
are now perfecting such organization as was 
never before attempted in Georgia, with 
ample means at hand contributed in and 
out of the state for campaign uses, and 
with the avowed purpose and determiaa- 
tion of co Operating with that movement or 
party that in the highest degree respect 
their rights, and when the struggle comes at 
the ballot box, as come it must if 
the question is pressed, the fanatics will be 
wonder-struck at the result. There are 
hundreds and thousands of good and true 
men who do not consume a gil! of ardent 
spirits in twelve months that are unwilling 
for their fanatical neighbor to proscribe 
them in what they shall eat and 
drink, and will cast their votes against 
proscriptive laws on that or any other sub- 
jact. What would thesa wild fanatics so 
unmindful of the rights of others, say were

No government has ever succeeded in the 
enforcement of prohibitory liquor laws, or 
even those of a radically restrictive charac- 
ter; especially is this true under a govern- 
ment like ours where the will of the people 
is supreme. Admitting, however, that such 
laws can be enforced after being placed 
on the statute books, would it be wise 

licy for Georgia to enact such measures? 

think it would not, and will proceed to 
give some of the many reasons why it 
would be unwise, and prove detrimental to 
the state’s interest to enact such i:aws. Itis 
agreed on all sides that we must look to 
immigration to build up our waste places 
and to enable us to keep pace with the 
progress and steady march of the other 
states of the union in commercial, mechan: 
ical, agricultural, manufacturin and 
political power and greatness Although 
our people are so unanimous in this opin- 
ion and in their desire to do everything that 
would tend to encourage thrifty immigrants 
to come and cast their lots among us, we 
have failed to induce but few of the thou- 
sands landing in this country daily 
to turn in the direction of the south, and of 
Georgia. Recently, however, we see evi- 
dences of increased interest being mani. 
fested among the more intelligent foreigner 
in the future of this section, which we have 
only to meet, foster and encourage to very 
soon tarn at least a portion of this great 
tide southward, and especially to Georgia, 
where we can offer them a_ greater 
variety of soiljand climate and agricultural, 
manufacturing and minivg pursuits than 
any other state of the south, but if we wish 
them to come among us our laws must be 
framed with a view to the new order of 
things, and they must be of such a charac. 
ter as will insure the contentment of the 
new comer as far as practi- 
cable. We must carefully guard 
our statute books against laws that are 
proscriptive in theirnature or that might 
prove obnoxious totheir native habits, 
customs and tastes, bearing in mind that 
they have severed alltiesof home and 
kindred in the old to seekin the new 
world freedom of thought and action, and if 
they cannot find it in Georgia they will 
shake the dust of the state from _ their feet 
and write tneir kindred and friends who 
contemplate coming not to enter its terri- 
tory. I venture that nosingle proscriptive 
law could be added to the foreigner’s natu- 
ral aversion to the negro race among 
us that would more effectu- 
ally drive immigrants away 
from the state than prohibitory liquor laws. 
The German wil! have his beer, the French- 
man his wine, the Englishman his ale, the 
Hollander his gin, the Irishman his whisky, 
and when we attempt to proscribe them in 
what they shall eat and drink, they 
will tell us that this is not 
the free country they expected to 
find that they donot wish to invest in our 
surplus and uncultivated lands, that they 
are only amoug us until they can locate in 
a state and amcng a people where the laws 
will allow the widest range in 
which to enjoy their native 
habits, customs, tastes and pursuits 
It is a fact that very many of these immi- 
grants are experienced and skilled cultiva 
tors of the grape and manufecturers of 
wine, and come to this country with the 
intention of becoming landowners for 
the purpose of planting out vineyards 
and engaging in grape growing 
and wine making.

A TALK WITH GENERAL YOUNG, 


» a0 is Jost Presh Prom the Wilds of Manit:ba 


General P. M. B. Young bas just returned 
from a visit to British North America, look- 
ing as fresh as a daisy. He went up to that 
foreign country on invitation of his friend, 
General Rosser, of coufederate fame. They 
have been fast friends since they first met 
as West Point cadets, and can tel! about as 
many hairbreadth escapes on the field of 
battle and around Benny Haven’s classic 
grounds as any two officers of the late un- 
pleasantness. 

The general dropped into our office yes- 
terday morning, and we asked him at 
Oace about his trip to Winnepeg. . 

“Yes,” says the general in answer to our 
question, “itis a fine country in the sam- 
mer—the best wheat growing country in 
America, and they raise the fidest potatoes, 
beets and turnips I ever saw.’’ 

“What about the winter up there?” we 
inquired, 

“That is as immense,” said the general, 
“as the crops. They freeze up there in Oc- 
tober. Everything freezas up—men, ani- 
mals, lakes, watercourses, the ground— 
and it remains that way till spring. Ordi- 
nary creeks and rivers freeze solid from 
bottom to top The air freezes; every- 
thing freezes.” 

‘Ob hush, general, it ain’t that cold.” 

“I tellyou it is—that is I never was 
there in the winter, but it is just what I 
was told. I will never be there in the 
winter if I can help it. Itis. a delightfa) 
country in the summeg, that [ can say trom 
experience, but it is too near the north pole 
to be an agreeable country in the winter.” 

“What is General Rosser doing up 
there ?’’ 

“He is chief engineer of the Canada 
Pacific with a salary of ten thousand.” 

“Having a good time?’ 

“You bet; thatis in the summer.” 

“Where does the road run, general?’ 

“Why it runs to the Pacific coast 
through Canada, and they are building it 
rapidly, and it will be a good road when it 
is finished—that is, I think it will be a 
good road in the summer. Don’t know 
what it will be in the winter when it freezes 
up.’ 

“Do they think up there that it will hurt 
the Georgia State road?”’ 

“No,” replied the general, smiling, “not 
in the summer. I don’t know what it will 
doin the winter. By§the way,” said the 

general, “What is all this opposition to 
granting a charterto build a road in Geor- 
gia? When I left here a short time since 
we were trying our best to get men to come 
to Georgia to build railroads. Now I hear 
there is opposition to granting charters.”’ 

‘Why, general, we hear that the people 
up in your county are all opposed to it 
because it will hurt the State road.” 

“Well,’’said the'general, ‘that is not true. 
Ido not Know any one in Bartow that is 

opposed to granting a charter with proper 
constitutional restrictions. The truth is we 
need all the railroads we can get, and espe-~ 
cially to the west. When in Chicago I tried 
to arrange to buy four car loads of corn. 
[ found the freight to Cartersville by 
the best terms I could make was forty- 
eight cents per hundred. I could have 
shipped the same corn from Chicago to 


New York for fifteen cents per hundred. 
The reason of this is, they have competi- 
tion, four lines from Chi to New York 
and only one south through Georgia, Our 
people pay enough in excess of the proper 
charge for freight on corn, hay, bacon and 
flourevery year to build a road as good as 
the State road;and itis perfectly ridicu-~ 
lous to be talking about the harm that will 
be done if Cole’s charteris granted, We 
want all the railroads we can get. If the 
roads can stand it we can.”

Tas UonstituTion bas not been an in- 
different observer of the noble efforts 
made by the university of Georgia to 
rebuild its branch college at Dahlonega, 
which was destroyed by fire in Decem- 
ber, 1878. After a most patient investi- 
gation by the house committee on finance, 
that body has reported a bill to appro- 
priate $20,000 for the purpose of rebuild- 
ing an institution which bas for nine 
years past done so mach for the educa- 
tional wants of the state, and we sin- 
cerely hope the bill will promptly pass. 

The institution at Dahlonega is the 
firstand oldest agricultural college in 
the atate, having been made so both by 
act of congress and the courts of this 
state in i871. It was the first institu- 
tion of learning in the state that open- 
ed its doors to the youth of both sexes 
and made education free. It became a 
partgof the university of Georgia in 1872, 
and that institution has had the deeds to 
the property evef since thejunin of the 
two colleges in that year. 

The university of Georgia governs the 
North Georgia agricultural college, elects 
the president of its faculty, controls its 
evirricalum, confers its degrees, and 
through its chancellor exercises the ut- 
most care over the institution. 

The college has always been recog- 
nized by the United States government as 
especially entitled to such aid as the va- 
rious departments of the general govern- 
ment affords to such institutions under 
the act of congress of July, 1862. A de- 
tail of a West Point officer has been at 
this institution for years past as com- 
mandant of cadets. Its military depart- 
ment is equipped with small arms, can- 


The fine weat! her | 


The normal department was created 
by the legislature in 1877, and since that 
time near 200 teachers have been licen- 
sed by its faculty to teach in the com- 
mon schools of this state. This depart- 
ment alone has done an incalculable 
good to the state. 

The appropriation of money to the 
university te rebuild this college is ex- 
actly in the line of the state constitution. 
The measure is urged by General 
Toombs, Senator Brown, Chief-Justice 
Jackson, Justice Crawford, and a number 
of theableat men of the state. If the 
measure should be defeated at this time, 
a blow will have been given which must 
injure for years the educational interest 
of the state. 

Under the 
congress from which Georgia re- 
ceived 270,000 acres of land, or 
$243,000, the state obligated herself to 
provide the buildings for one or more 
agricultural colleges. The general gov- 
ernment supplemented her gift to Geor- 
via with a handsome building, originally 
costing $70,000. Now that it has been 
lost to the state, it is but a sheer act of 
duty on our part to rebuild it. To allow 
it to remain in its present condition is to 
put the state in the attitude of failing to 
perform her obligations taken when she 
received the landscrip for the sapport of 
the professors of the agricultural collegee. 

The amount is small compared with 
the lasting good already accomplished 
and the blessings which the college is 
sure to bestow upon the state in the years 
to come.

Besides the large increase in the value 
of real estate extends for many miles 
around the mill;!some of it is increased 
from five to ten-fold. 

Mr. Hammett thinks the census at the 
end of the next decade will doubtless 
show a very large increase of mill prop- 
erty atthe south, but his information is 
that the north is increasing quite as rap- 
idly in proportion, if not more so, than 
in the south. Most of the large ma- 
chine shops are full of orders, some of 
them tor more than a year, and mostly 
for northern mills; therefore the in- 
crease in this industry is not con- 
fined to the south. Very great 
caution should be exercised at this 
time in projecting and commencing to 
build amill,as should be done in all 
kinds of business involving large amounts 
of money in periods of great prosperity, 
because the reverse is sure to come, and 
preparation should be made to meet it.

Twenty-Fourth Day’s Preceedings— 
/ August 3. 
THE SENATE. 

The senate was called to order at the 


usual hour yesterday. 


A m ewas received from the house 
notifying the senate of the passageof the 
bill creating a new judicial circuit and for 
other purposes, 

J. A. Hant, of the county of Pike, was 
invited toa seat on the floor . 

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the commit- 
tee on judiciary, submitted a report on 
certain bills, which wes read 

Mr. Batt, chairman of the committee on 
internal improvements and raiiroads, sub- 
mitted a report on a bill in reference to in- 
corporating railroads, with the reconmimen- 
dation that one bundred copies of the bill 
be printed for the use of the committee and 
the senate. 

Mr. Byrd, chairman ofthe committee on 
agriculture, submitted a report which was 


read. 

The following bills were read the second 
time: 

A bill to incorporate railroad companies 
in this state. 

A bill to prevent the sale of farm products 
in the county of Bibb between the hours of 
sundown and sunup. 

A bili to defice the law of prescription in 
certain cases, 

A bill to repeal the first section of the 
lawin relation to selling whisky in the 
wwo of Louisville. 

A bill to repeal the act consolidating the 
offices of county treasurer and clerk of sa- 
perior court of the county of Webster 

A bill to prohibit the saje of intoxicating 
liquors within the limits of the 714th dis- 
trict G. M., Carroll county. 

A bill to repeal the act to organiz? a 
county court for the county of Randolph. 

A bill to prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within two miles of the court-house 
in the town of Cleveland, in the county of 
White. 

A bill to protect the people of Dade 
county from damages caused by cattle 
drivers, etc. Lost under an adverse report 
of the committee. 

One hundred copies of the bill in refer- 
er ce toincorporating railroads were ordered 
printed, and the bill was reecommitted to 
the committee on internal improvements 
and railroads. 

Mr. Baker moved to take up bills for a4 
third reading, whereupon i following 
bills were read and disposed of as indi- 
cated: 

A bill toalterand amend section 326 of 
the code. Passed, 

A bill to repeal section 659 of the revised 
code. Passed, 

A house resolution that the treasurer pay 
$100 to the sergeant at armsof the commit- 
tee appointed to investiga'e the lease of the 
Western and Atlanticrailroad. Concurrep 
in, 

A bill to amend the act approved Feb- 
ruary 26th, 1876, in reference to the tax laws 
of Athens. Passed. 

A bill to allow the mayor and council of 
Athens to appropriate certain money to 
the purchase of a lot for the fire depart- 
ment of that place. Passed. 

A bill to allow certain pupils to attend 
the state institute for deaf and dumb as 
day scholars. Passed. ; 

A house resolution to purchase 300 copies 
of the index to the state laws. Concurred 
in, 

A bill to appropriate $2,500 to fit up 
rooms for colored mutes at the state deaf 
4nd dumb asylum at Cave Spring. Con- 
curred in, 

Mr. Hackett moved to take from the 
table the bill to empower the railroad com- 
missioners to make rates, etc. The bill was 
recommitted to the committee on internal 
improvements and railroads, 

Mr. Price, chairman of the committee on 
education, submitted a report, which was 
read.

rhe senate then adjourned to 10 o’ciock 
a.ni, tu-day, 

THE HOUSE, 

The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Bacon, Prayer by Rev. 
Kk W. Warren, D D, of Macon, The roll 
was called and the journal was read. 

The standing committees submitted re- 
ports, 

rhe special order of the day was a bill to 
provide forthe uniform taxation of railroad 
property in this state. The bili provides 
(uat every railroad in this state shall be 
taxed in each county through which 
it may pas in addition to 
ihe tax paid into the state treasury 
on the entire line and equipments. The 
bill was drawn by Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, 
who is so well. known in connection wiih 
railroad legislation. 

The substitute reported by the commit- 
‘ee on railroads had been printed and was 
circulated through the house. 

Mr. Twiggs, of Richmond spoke agains‘ 
the favorabie report of the committee. He 
argued that it was unjust, unwise and 
unconstitutional, Railroads are already 
taxed by the state and oftenthe county 
‘ax would be l00or 150 percent on the 
siete tax. He took no stock in the war 
on railroads which seems to be fashionable. 
When a railroad is projected everybody is 
enthusiastic over it. But the moment the 
first nete of the locomotive is heard the 
riends of the railroad become its enemies. 
ibe railroads have done more for this 
country than all other agencies combined 
Wherever the locomotive is heard new in- 
dastries spring up and prosperity abounds. 
it may be arrued that railroads should be 
‘axed by counties as any other property. 
Railroads are not like other property They 
depend on the state forevery rightand do no: 
own one foot of the land on which they lie. 
rhe proposition is illegal. The constitu- 
thon provides that taxation on the same 
class of subjects shall be uniform and ad 
valorem. But howare you going to find 
the value of a railroad to a county? The 
land it usesis not its owp. The ties and 
track are worth comparatively little. What 
are you going to tax? 

Under this bill the three most powerful 
raiiroad corporatioas in the state can- 
wot be taxed The Georgia, the 
Central and Western and  At- 

antic railroads could not be taxed 
Che charters of the first two provide that 
they shall not be taxed more than one hali 
of one per cent on their net income and the 
iasiis exempted under the present lease. 
But if these roads cannot be taxed under 
the bill neither can any other road, for here 
is the constitution declaring that taxes on 
all subjects of the same class shall be uni- 


orm. 
Mr. Miller, of Houston—How, then, does 
the state tax these roads? 

Mr. Twiggs—I believe that to be uncon-

the «tate controls railroads applies to all 
property. Admit that because railroads 
improve the country, youare then driven 
to the conclusion that every man who 
guides a plow or plunges a spade into the 
soil should be exempied from taxation. 
Ooe reason why railroads are welcomed is 
because we know they will increase the 
taxes of the state. It is wrong to give to 
one county all the taxes arising from roliicg 
stock because that county happens to 
hold the terminus of the road. 
The rolling stock ought to be taxed,.and 
each county through which it passes ought 
to have its share. 

A colloquy in which there were yarious 
well put points ensued between Mr Miller 
and Mr. Twiggs. Mr. Hatchins, of Gwin- 
nett, also made a at the speaker. 

Mr Sweat, of Clinch, said that he was 
opposed to the passage of the bill because 
it imposed burthens which would be une- 
gual and unjust, as the Ceatral, Georgia and 
Western and Atiantic railroads would be 
exempt under their.charters from the taxa- 
tion imposed, and the othcr roads in Geor- 
gia would have to pay it. 

He was also opposed to the Lill because 
,e was in favor of sustaining the railroad 
com mission, as far as may be rignt, which 
under the present law reguiate and control 
the freight and passenger tariffs of the rail- 
rvuads, and if the bill passes, they will have 
to increase the rates fixed, so as to allow 
the roads to make a reasonable per cent on 
their investments over and above their 
«xpenses, including this tax, and in the 
end the people who pay the freights and 
passenger tariffs would pay thistax. He 
was also Opposed to the bili because it 
would operate to prevent the railroads from 
makicg sedditional improvements for the 
accommodation of freight and passengers 
at their different depots in their respective 
counties, 

Mr. Branson, of Bartow, thought this one 
of the best bills that had been introduced, 
These gigantic corpor+tions ought two be 
made to bear their just share of the public 
burdens, and now they donot do so. These 
railroads have a crowd of attorneys ready 
to protect them at ali times, and they fare 
better in every way thau the average citi- 
zen. Iailroads do about as much harm as 
they do good. The speakerthen gave a 
srapbic picture of the poverty which rail- 
roads had brought upon the country, 

Talk about the railroads making this 
country blossom as the rose. They have 
made it grow up in broom sedge and gul- 
lies. 

Mr. Bull, of Troup, offered an amendment 
making the billapply only to railroads 
hereafter to be built. He saw uo good 
reason why raiiroads should not be taxed as 
other properiy but it would be bad faith to 
iell men jo put their money in railroads 
and they should not be taxed, and after- 
wards to tax them. Theamendment makes 
the bill apply only to roads’ with 
no such ¢ciaim. But there are other 
objections to the bili. It makes 
® county tax on something that 
the county did not graut—the franchise of 
the railroad, And it. provides an unheard 
of and impracticable method of taxation. 
[here may be good ideagin this bill, but 
there are also such serious objections that 
it ought not to pass in its present shape. 

Mr. DuBignon, of Baldwip, thought that 
this was the most important bill yet con- 
sidered at this session. The effort to analo- 
gise railroads to other property is made by 
those who forget that the income of rail- 
roads is regulated by three men represent- 
ing the state. The railroads to bear this 
increased burden will aliow the railroads 
to increase their fare atid freight rates. 
The largest and richest railroads in the 
state will not fall under the provisions of 
this act, but the smalier and poorer ones, 
with theirheads jusi above water now, 
wiil be still further depressed. The speaker 
illustrated this remark by figures relative 
tothe tax the bill would bring from tle 
Savanpah, Fiorida and Western railroad. 
The injustice of the bill is glaring and self 
evident. It will chill the impulse of pro- 
gress in Georgia. Railroads and corpora- 
tions area common theme of animadver- 
sion, and it is always easy to appeal to 
prejudice 

Mr. Strother, of Lincoln, thought the 
bill would do ipjustice to some 
counties which lease part of the burden of 
state aid to railroads, and yet will get none 
of the benefits of this taxation because 
they bave no railroads. 

Mr, Estes, of Haii, thought Mr. Twiggs 
was in error when he define:t what railroads 
are. He argued that the bill is right on 
principle. When the state take a citizen’s 
land and lets a railroad use it, the railroad 
ought to pay tax o: it just as the Citizea 
had. When the effort was made to. tax 
these great corporations for state purposes, 
the same howl! was raised and the ca3ze had 
to be settled by the very highest tribunal in 
the land There is nothing impracticable 
in this bill, No taxis put apon a franchise, 
but simply on real estace used and properly 
belongivg to railroads. We need not fear 


that this bill will caeck ihe great railroad 


impuise. The very same men who profess 
this fear are those who hold up their hands , 
in holy horror when capital asks us for | 
charters and say we already have tou mavy | 
charters. But theysay this tax will come 
out of the people at last. I bave seen the 
people troudea down before by pleas in 
their behalf, The railroads will pay this 
tax and net one cent will be raised on pas 
senger or freight tariffs. While the rail- 
roads nay be making the land blossom as 
ihe rose, the railroads are blossoming some 
too, and there are fantastic bouquets about 
some of these great corporations, This tux 
is nothing but justice. 

Mr. Hunt, of Spalding, offered a resolu- 
tion, to recommit the bill with instructions 
that they perfect it so as toapply to all rail- 
roads aod personal property of railroads, 

Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, said he could not 
vote for the bill as it siands, but wanted it 
perfected so that he could vote for it. 

Mr. Hunt's resolution was losi 

On motionof Mr Winslow, the previous 
question was ordered 

Under the ruie, Mr. Rankin, as chairman 
of the railroad committee, concluded the 
argument. He had heard 
g00d argument against the 
and some strong speeches in its fayor. 
tle ae no war on railroads but merely 
asked for justice, A railroad will tosecure 
a4 per ceptum On its property from the com- 
mission returu its property at four aod a 
balf millions; but when it comes to pay its 
taxes its property is returned to the comp- 
troller at ope and baif millions. From the 
crucible of the sweat of the poor is coined 
the money that makes the railroads rich 
The speaker argued thai the bill in no way 
clashed with the constitutional provisios 
that taxation on the same class of subjects 
shall beuniform. Al) the roiling stock ofa 
reilroad ought to be taxed and the revenue 
equally distributed among all, the couaties 
turough which the road runs, This bill 
has been carefully prepared, maturely con- 
sidered and severely criticised and ought to 
pass. 

Mr. Bull withdrew Lis amendment. 

Mr. Barrow, of Ciarke, called for the con- 
sideration of the bill by s«ctions 

The first section was adopied by 102 to 30; 
the second section wus adopted by 54 to 53; 
the third section was adopted by 89 to 50; 
the fourth section was adopted by 90 to 42; 
the sixth and seventh sections were adopted. 

The substitute having been adopted in 
heu of the original bill, Mr. Hunt asked 
that the bill be adopted by sectious 

On the final passege of the bill the yeas 
and nays, on motion of Mr. Barrow, were 
called on the first section. They were yeas 
165, nays 49; on the secoud section the yeas 
were 89 and the nays 62. [Applause] 

When the name of Mr Mays, of Butts, 
was called, he said that the arguments on 
both sides had left him in doubt, but that 
he would give the benefit of that doubt to 
the tax pavers, and vote aye, 

Oo the third seetion the yeas were 85 
and thenays 55. [Applause.] 

Oa the fourth section the yeas were 5¥ 
and the nays 54. [Applause | 

The entire clause and the other two sec- 
tions of the bill were passed. 

Mr Northern offered a resolution invit- 
ing Dr. J. L: M. Curry, general agent of the 
Peabody fund, to address the house Friday 
at Yo'clock. Agreed to. 

Adjourned to 9 o’clock Thursday.

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THE EXPOSITION. 


Director-General Himbal!l Before the 
Finance Committee. 


Hon. H. 1. Kimball, director general of 


the International cotton exposition, by 
previous errangements with the members, 
eppeared before the finance committee of 

e house at its session yesterday afternoon, 
and was invited to address them briefly 
upon the bill now pending to appropriate 
money for an exhibition by the state of its 
natuyal, mivceral, agricultural and other 
resources and advantages. 

Director General Kimball in responding 
esid that be was before the committee not 
ic bis official capacity and in nowise to 
represent the International cotton exposi- 
tion, but that be appeared before them as 
“a private citizen of Georgia to express tu 
them some views and to state some facts 
known to him by reason of his 
official! conrection with the 
ex position and which might 
possibly otherwise have escaped the atten- 
tion of the committee 

The success of the International exposi- 
tion, be claimed, was already assured be- 
yond any question, and he was enabled now 
lo say to them that it would be an exposi- 
tion of magnificent proportions, attracting 
the presence, the attention and the admi- 
ration of the largest number of visitors 
ever attracted to the south by any special 
occasion. He had been long impressed 
with the fact, as well known to the com- 
mittee as to himself, that the state of Geor 


gia, within ber limits, comprised every va-. 


riety of climate, soil and production neccs- 
sary to support her popnilation and to ren, 
der progrecsive and prosperous the peo 
ple who might find homes within her bor- 
ders. He was further impressed with 
the fact that to-day the great need 
of the commonwealth was population, 
meu and women of mind, of strength and 
of progressive spirit to occupy the vacant 
lands of the state, to work io her fields, to 
dig in ber mines, to labor in her shops, to 
manipulate in her factories, to engage ip 
commerce, and to develop, as they should 
aod can develop, the splendid resources of 
the state. If we were empowered to make 
a state which should fulfill our ideas of 
whatastate shouid be to satisfy human 
labors and desires, we could not make a 
state richer in re-ources and wore benefi 
cently endowed than the state of Georgia 

Heretofore there has been a prejudice 
which, however right in origin and however 
wise in policy, has debarred many from 
coming hither who have gone into other 
fields, and are today enriching with 
their labor the western states 
of the union. He was happy 
to know that thefeeling was now passing 
away and that the people of Georgia were 
inviting by every means :ceekers after 
homes and employinent for capital to come 
hither and castin their lots with us. This 
fact is being recogn’zed and taken advan- 
tage of, and there has never been before 
such attention given to the opportunities 
of the south as has been given to them 
within the last twelve munths. me | 
millions of capital have been subscribed, 
aud wany more actually invested in Geor- 
gia, and in the south for the purpose of de 
veloping the reeources of the sige and 
section ; many more are ready to come, and 
the people of the state want them to come, 

In his official correspondence he was met 
almost daily with the inquiry from every 
where in the state as to whether 
the Interuational cotton expos:t on 
was designed to invite capital and to make 
money and commerce and production easy 
to the people of the state. He believed 
that all these much desired results would 
ensue from it, and he was pleased to be able 
to say to the committee that while the In 
ternational cotton exposition asked nothing 
from the state—not a dime nora dollar of 
assistance in any shape—yet it did afford to 
ihe representatives of the people the grand- 
est opportunity ever before presented to 
them vo lay before at least half a million of 
strangers the prcducts and manufactures of 
the commonwealth—the grand, natural, 
mining and agricultural resources here open 
and waiting for the touch of the hand of 
enterprise and the stimulation of the pres 
ence of friendly capital. He could not see 
how a better act could be 
done for the bevefit of the 
people than to embrace the golden oppor- 
tunity and make such a display as would 
in the exposition command the respect and 
attention of every visitor within its gates 
He did not propose to argue tbe question 
before them. He presented them witha 
volume containing the record of the action 
of the sever’i states in the matterof the 
centennial, and he invited especially their 
attention to the action taken by Kansas 
That state made at the centennial on an 
appropriation of $25,000 an exhibit which 
commanded the respect and study of neery 
every one who saw it, and the etfec’s are yet 
visible in the constant stream of emigra- 
tion toward the fieids of that far-off prai 
rie commonwealth. Georgia can do even 
better than Kansas. The amountof money 
asked for in the bill pending 
was $20,000, which would be 
only one-twentieth of a cent for every acre 
of land in the state; only four cents upon 
every bale of cotton produced in the state 
this year; only one and one-third cents per 
capita for every citizen in the state, 
whichever Of the three ways you 
chose to calculate, As to the provisions 
of the bill he had no suggestions to make 
further than that the time is short 
in which to gather this exhibit. He 
thought it would be advisable for the legis- 
lature to establish a commission for this 
specific purpose cum posed, say of one com- 
missioner from each congressional distric:, 
who should be nominated by the senators 
and representatives of eachjespective ais- 
trict, and pleced inthe bill. Let that com- 
mission discharge the duties impos 
ed upon it in the  0Obill, and re- 
port their action through the 
governor to the legislature for them to per- 
form that iabor, putting a man in each 
county of the state for thirty days to gather 
the exhibit from that county, costing say 
$100 to the county. Thirteen thousand 
eight hundred dollars would be necessary, 
while the incidental expenses, transporta- 
tion, preparations and care of exhibit, etc., 
would run the cost so near to the amount 
pamed in the bill as to make it the proper 
‘um to be appropriated 

(#f course it was for the legislature, if it 
made the appropriation, to determine how 
and by whom the money should-be ex- 
pended. He only hoped that it might be 
so used as within a very few years to bring 
back the richest returns to the people 

lt has been estimated, and 1 suppcse 
will be admitted es correct here, that 
every honest, thrifty emigrant 
to a state represents one thousand 
dollars increase of wealth to the state, 
Winle we pow have only] some 
twenty five persons in the state to the 
square mile, it is pessible, and has been 
demonstrated in countries !ess favored 
ihan Georgia to support twerfty times that 
number to the square mile, 

He hoped the matter would receive the 
careiul considera'ion of the committee and 
their support, and that their action would 
be ratified by the general assembly.to the 
end that at this grand exposition, located 
in the state of Georgia, at her capital city, 
the state would make such an exhibit as 
would not only astonish her own people, 
but fill with wonder and desire thousands 
upon thousands of people, and finally end 
in such an increase of her population and 
such progress in production and _ in 
our industries as to add _ increased 
pro perity and golden harvests as the re- 
sultof the sowing of these seeds in the 
spirit andin the name of Georgia enter- 
prise. 

Mr. Kimball was heard with very great 
attention by the committee which was 
unusually well attended by the members, 
and it was understood that the bil! would 
be considered in ful) and voted upon by 
the committee at its session to-day. From 
all that we can learn there is every proba- 
bility that favorable action will be taken 
and that Georgia will pot be conspicuous 
by herabsence in this great exposition,
